-ed only by the intervention of the President of - 


the United -States.. That was the “Toledo war” 
of 1835 between Michigan and Ohio. 


“This “war’-had its origin away. back In 1755. 


whén John Mitchell, an English physician aad - 


scientist, published in London a great map of 
America in eight large. sheets. 
accepted as the basis for. determining the’ 
” benndaries from that timé unti) after the: treaty 
of peace which ended the Revolution. Mitchell's 
. ddea ef the lay of the land In the Old Northwest 
. Was rather hazy, so. there were a number of 
errors in his map.’ Some of these were fortunate 
fer the United States, for they enabled the new 
nation.to lay claim to more land than it would 
have.obtained if the map had been correct. But. 
it was one of these errors which led eventually 
“to the “Toledo war.” : : 

Mitchell made..the mistake of charting the 
foot of Lake. Michigan in latitude 41 degrees, 
20 minutes, instead of 41 degrees, 37 minutes. 
His map was used asa guide in 1787 when con- 
gress adopted an ordinance for. the government 
of the Northwest Territory, including the pres-. 

_ent states. of Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, | Ulinois, 
and Wisconsin, The ordinance provided that 
two of the five states should Iie “north ofan 
east and west line drawn through ‘the southern 
bend or extreme of Lake Michigan.” The pre- 
amble of the ordinance also stated.that its artl- 
cles should “forever remain unalterable unless 
by common consent.” : -
